Ixsrecrios or Bumpmes.—An tmportast 
law, providing for the appointment of Inspec- 
tors of Public Butidings, in Philadelphia, was 
passed by the last session of the Legisiature, 
of which we give an abstract — 

The firet four sections relate exclusively to 
the lnspector+, and the maneer ef. sir eppoint- 
ment, and require of them to visit aed inspect 
buildings in process of erection within thirty- 
six hours after not-ce, under « forfeitare for 

of $20 to the contractors or owner. 
The ff.b section makes it the duty of every in- 
e@pecter to visit all buildings either being con- 
structed or altered im his district, and to see 
thai good msterials are used, that the work is 
dome property, and that the soil is sufficient 
for the structure. The sixth section requires 
a written statement from persons intending to 
bulld, of the size, description and material of 
the contemplated edifice. The seventh sec- 
tion makes it unlewfal for any one to build or 
alter any building, unless properly inepected, 
and « certificate furnished; and imposes a 
penalty on the inspector, when giving a certid- 
cate wrongfully, of the forfeiture of his bond, 
and loss of office. The eighth and ninth sec 
tions refer to the thickness of wails, and party 
walls. The tenth makes the penalty om any 
person building or altering without « permit 
$100 for cach offence, and $100 for every calen- 
dar month that the building is suffered to re- 
main without inspection. The bill also pro- 
vides that ne steam engine shall be erected in 
the city without the approval of an inspector.

The kief! Whet is the kief? It is unknown 
im England, where men labor perpetually, and 
thiak and act incessantly. It consists in do- 
ing sothing—thinking of nothing. When you 
eve & man or 8 woman reclining languidly ou 
a sofe near the window, cad looking far inte 
the blue distance of the ses or open country ; 
whee in your walk, you observe an individual, 
half concealed under a verdant tree, sear ¢ ri- 
ver or fountain, or oe the sea shore; or when 
you discover him, indolently resting on a car- 
, Smidet the thick foliage cf his garden, or 
the dark cypreases of & cemetery, and he re 
mains motionless, so that life is only discorer- 
od by the exhalation, at regular intervals, of 
the smoke of his tchibuck, the mouthpiece of 
which reste lightly between bis lipe—you 
would say be is making bir Kief. Opium is 
often in his tobaceo, a glass of raki is some- 
times before him ; but in this case, the kief is 
profaned. Coffee alone, served in a emai! cup, 
capable of holding two or three sips of the 
precious draught, makes part of tho sclemn'- 
ty — then smoke, nothing but smoke. Renounce 
for the time it lasts—one hour st least — mo. 
tien and life ; deprive the mind of all thought, 
and the body of all action; merge yourself in- 
te pothingness; aeither see nor speak, but 
jook vecantly on nature, and the smoke rising 
from the pipe—these are the qualities indis- 
pensable for those wh» dedicate themselses to 
the worship of the kief. This lethargic com 
ceutration of the body, this wandering or ne- 
cation of the soul four or Give times « day, 
te the greatest enjoyment of Mussulman life.

Jezebel het come to us with sssocistions 
vmly of horror. Dido, with associations of 
pity sed admirstion. We sever suspect that 
these two distinguished women were of the 
same house; that the same blood flowed in 
thelr veins; thet the same genius, the same 
sacred onthasiaem for the petriarcha! faith, as 
they understood it, biazed in their souls. 

Jenebel was Dido's asust—and Dido and 
Athaliah were cousins. Yes; the Queen of 
Carthage talked about “our royal sunt, the 
Queen of Bamaria’’—« Our royal cousts Queep 
of Jereselem.’’ 

Jenebel’s father was s priest of Asranrs, (4. ¢. 
Vanws,) who bed usurped the throue of Tyre. 
He must heve been « man of genius; his reign 
wes long, and his meatal qualities descended 
to bis children. Hence it is not war) cising 
Jexebel should heve tried to do in Samaria, 
whet Dido afterward succeeded in doing in 
Carthage. Jesebel failed because she bad « 
divive system to contend with; Dido succeeded 
because no such system opposed her; but on 
the coutrary, systems compared to which the 
Tyrien wee for preferable, civilly and re- 
ligiously.

TOMATO PIE. 


The following communication is from « cor- 
correspondent ian Omro, Wisconsin — 

Ma. Evrron Sarvanar Evesrea Poser »— 
I give you some directions which I have never 
seen in print, for prepariag tomatoes -—In the 
first place, I begin to pick my tomatoes before 
they are ripe, and pare and slice, and put in 
one-third or on+half as much pic-plant as I 
have tomatoes; I add « little water and suger, 
and let them scald over the fire; I then make 
pies of them, sprivtiing es much more sugar 
asl think they seed, using nutmeg and butter 
as I do on green apples. When the tomatoes 
ueed are ripe, 1 scald, and take the skin off, 
stew, and season with suger and sutmeg, 
if I with to use with bread and butter; if I 
wish to use with meat eud potatoes, I season 
with vinegar, butter, pepper sod sali, (some 
use sugar, es prepared the last mentioned way, 
but I prefer without.) I siso use them 
after they are ripe for pies, prepared the same 
as apples. Wheal preserve, I ase iemon with 
the tomatoes. GILMAN LOURD.

Take one pound of chioride of lime (bleach- 
ing powder,) and pat into « gailon of cold 
water, stir it well for « few minutes, end allow 
it to settle, Potr off the clear liquor, and 
keep it tm tightly corked bottles. Stained 
clothes— linen of ovtten—efier being washed 
to free them from grease, by dipping the stain- 
ed parts in this chloride fiwid, will cause the 
stains te be removed quicker, safer, and with 
far less trouble than by any other known 
means. In the laundry, this Guid should be 
kept in « large stoneware or glass vessel = It 
should be large enough to dip in the articles 
so as to cover them entirely in the liquor, 
when no barm will result if they He for some 
hours. A careful laundress should also have « 
vessel of very diluted sulphuric acid, to dip 
the articles of clothing |e, after they are taken 
out of the chloride, and washed. The clothes 
should be well rinsed, using three waters after- 
wards. This isa bleaching process, pearly the 
samme as that practiced in biesch works. A 
little of the seite of oxsiic acid put on an iron 
stain, and « little bot water poured on it to 
dissolve it, will remove the stains very quick- 
ly, without injery te the cloth. Our readers 
may place the utmost reliance on whet we have 
sald; we are sequainted, chemically, with the 
whole process; oxalic and sulphuric acids are 
poisons, and should be kept out of reach of 
children. It is very difficult to remeve stains 
trom woolen goods. If the woolen cloth is 
white, some sulpburic scid in very hot weter 
may remove it, if it is on iron stain. It may 
aleo remove tt without injury from « cochinéal 
shawl, but euch jobs should be tefl to the dyer. 
We only recommeed the above process of ours 
for white lipens. By our sdvice, « number of 
friends employed it in their families, and are 
delighted with it. Genesee Former.
